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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND OF THE PATRICK FAMILY 


Origin of the Name Patrick 

Patrick and Michael are common Irish names, used 
as first names. The general assumption in the popular 
mind is that the name Patrick is associated with Saint 
Patrick, the apostle and patron saifct of Ireland. However, 
it can safely he maintained that the name Patrick 
a surname has nothing to do with Saint Patrick. . 

Patrick, the patron saint of -‘-reland, was born in 37o, 

A. D. His real name was Sucat (or Sue cat, as given by 
some) and he adopted a Latin name, Patric ius , which is 
now referred to as Saint Patrick . His fame in Ireland 
no doubt led to the frequent use among the Irish people 
of the name Patrick as a first name. But it should be 

understood that Saint Patrick had no connection with 
the surname Patrick . 

All names in Ireland were native until the coming 
of Christianity, when ecclesiastics introduced Hebrew, 

Greek, and Latin appellatives. From the best research 
that can be done on the subject, the names Patrick and 
Michael were not used by Irishmen until Q fter the Norman 
Conquest in 1066, A. D. The name Patrick seems to have 
come into use as a Norse influence after the year 1G6S, 
while the name Fa trie seems to have been an old English 
name. The Irish name seems to have been Pat rykkc, while 
Patrick is generally thought of as Norse in origin. In 
some instances Partridge is referred to as a variant of 
Patrick . 

Some authorities claim that the name of Patrick 
is believed to have been originally used as a baptismal 
name and was l^tcr adopted by the eons of the one so 
named as their patronymic. It is found on ancient 
Irish, Scotch, and North-English records in the various 
spellings of Patryk, Patrycke, Patryck, Pateric, Patcrik, 
Paterick, Patric, Ps.tr ik, Fatricke, Petricke, Petriok, 
Patrick, and numerous others. The name Patrick is the 
most generally used in America today. 

Among the earliest records of the family in Great 
Britain are those of William Patric of Lincolnshire in 
1373; those of Ivo Patryk of County Essex about the sane 
time; those of Ralph Pater ik of Hertfordshire about 1393; 
those of Patric de Cul wen of Westmoreland and Cumberland 
Counties in 1307; those of Nillclmus Fatrik of Howden- 
shire about 1379; those of John Pater ik of Yorkshire 
about the same tine; and those of John Patrick of Ayrshire 
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before 1459, These early bearers of the name appear 
to have been largely of the British landed gentry and 
yeomanry. 


The Scotch Family of Patrick 

It is probable tkat^the noted Ayrshire, Scotland, 
family of the name traces its descent from John Patrick 
last mentioned in the paragraph above, although this is 
not certain. This family was represented in 1549 by 
William Patrick, who was the father of a son named John, 
who was the father of Hew or Hugh, Robert, James, John, 
and Alexander. Of these, Hew (or Hugh) was the father 
by his wife, Janet Crawford, of Janes, Robert, and Hew 
(or Hugh) , of whom the second was the father in the early 
seventeenth century of Hew (or Hugh), Robert, and John; 
Robert probably left no issue; James married Acnes Finlay 
and was the father of Thomas, Hew (or Hugh), John, James, 
Robert, and William, all of whom assumed the name of 
Kilpatrick, or Killpatrick, the eldest son, Thomas, being 
the father of a son named John and probably of others 
as well; John married Agnes Dock son and was the father 
by her Of James and Robert, both of whom left numerous 
i&ftuc in Scotland; and Alexander resided in County Antrim, 
Ireland, and probably left numerous issue thero by his 
wife Joanna Greg. 

Burke's Encyclopedia of Heraldry, London, 1044, gives 
a brief statement about the Scotch line of Patricks, as 
follows: 


^ The ancestors of the different families 
ox the n r r.ie of Patrick who now hold property in 
the County of Ayr (Ayrshire, Scotland) were 
settled and held '’bout the Monastery of 
iCil winning, long before the Reformation. From 
John ‘Patrick of 0 verms ins ne°r Kilwinning, 
living in 1605, lineally descended John Patrick 
from whom his Tutors purchased in 1743 the 
lands of Tearne in his native county. He was 
father of Robert Patrick of Tearne and Kazlehead, 
in Ayrshire, Esq. 

Burke's Landed Gentry of Great Britain and Ireland, 
1353 (vol. 3, p, 1005) has this to say about the Patricks 
in Scotland: 


The ancestors of the different families of 
Patrick which now hold property in Ayrshire (says 
Robertson) were settled, and hold situations about 
Kilwinning, long prior to the Reformation. John 
Patrick attests as a notary public a charter con- 
nected with the church, dated 19 July 1459, after- 
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wards ratified in Parliament' and I/illian 
Patrick is a subscribing witness to a lock 
of the teinde of Dairy, ‘granted by Alexander 
a conmendator of Kilwinning to John Hamilton, 


Tne Patricks becoming early converts to 
Protestant religion joined the reformers under 
uhe Earl -of C-lencairn, and some of them *ccoo- 
pan red the expedition to the north of x reland 
under Hugh Montmorency of Broads tone, afterwards 
viscount of Aides, who as expressed in his patent 
£T 0ra J J ^ ies brought a colony of Scots into 
^lan&ebara and Ardes, toward the increase of the 
restored religion, settled in that country 
where their descendants still possess property 
near Sorry, y * 


John Patrick (son of William Patrick) who 
obtained a grant of the lands of Overran ins, near 
Ail vanning, from the monastery, acquired by 
charter, in 1805, the estate of Byres, in 
Ayrshire and subsequently part of the l»nds of 
Dalgaryen. He died in 1633 leaving five 
sons, James, Robert, Hew, John, Alexander. 

This line lias been traced to about 1GOO, 
only one of the line coming to .America, John 
Patrick, a merchant in How York,

The Patricks of the English Nobility 

Henry s. King and Company's book, The Norman People, 
published at London, England, 1074, (p, 354) has ohis to 
say of the Patrick family in the English nobility. 


The great Norman house, Patry , or Patrick, 
or Patrick de la Lande was from La L.ande, near Caen, 
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William Patrick de la Lande is mentioned by 
Wane as the entertainer of Harold during his 
visit to Normandy, and as challenging him to 
combat at Hastings (10GC) for breach "of his 
oath. (Wiffen Ken. Russell, i, 73). In 
England, he held from King William a barony of fif- 
teen fees in Norfolk and Suffolk. William, his 
son, witnessed a charter of William I. to 
Savigny Abbey, and had Ralph de Ful gores and the 
sans of Henry II in their rev's (sic), Egucrr and, 
his son, lost his barony which was giv- n to William 
do Say/ 

Branches were seated in north of England, 

Pa garni s de la Lande held fees in 1165 from the see 
of York, Robert Patric of this line acquired 
hali^ the barony of Kalpas, Cheshire by marriage 
in the twelfth century.

(Norman Peoples, Henry S. King & Go., London, 1074) 

In ohc thirteenth century, English history records, one of 
the Patrick barons led a revolt against the King of Scotland. 
Backed by the King of England, the revolters took possession 
of the Scott i an King and his wife Elizabeth, and placed then 
in jail. Later, a regency was appointed for the Scottish King 
and one of the Patrick barons was appointed to the regency. 


The Patricks of Ireland 

Arthur Charles Fox-Davis in his book, Armorial Families, 
P^ol i Gneci at London, i.ngl?nd (6th edition, 1810} fives a brief 
account of a distinguished group of Patricks now living in 
county Antrim, Ireland. The following is a quotation from this 
publication:

The Irish Branch of Patr icks in America 

Sometime before the year 1730 Robert Patrick came from 
Ireland to Rutland, Massachusetts, He had issue there by his 
wile Margaret of live children, Dinai, Elizabeth. Margaret, 
Mary, and Robert. 


About 1734 Matthew Patrick came from Ireland to America 
and settled at Warren, Massachusetts. By his wife Mary he is 
believed to have been the father of John, Thorns, Isaac, and 
Matthew. Of these, John married Rebecca ’<711 ey and was the 
father by her of Sarah, Matthew, Isaac, the Reverend Joseph, 
and John. 

John Patrick emigrated from Ireland to Worcester, Massa- 
chusetts, before 1733, but his records are not complete. It 
is possible that he was the father of the Robert Patrick who 
made his home at Lebanon, Connect icut, in the latter seventeenth 
century and left issue there of ? son named William and possibly 
of others, but this theory is purely conjectural. 

In 1744 Robert Patrick came from County Tyrone, Ireland, 
to America and settled first in Pennsylvania, whence he removed 
about three years later to Augusta County, Virginia. By his 
wife Rachel Campbell, whom he married in Pennsylvania, he was 
the f ather of several Eone, one of v/hom is said to have been 
the f ether of the Revolutionary hero, Major William Patrick. 

John^ Patrick of Augusta County, Virginia, in 1765, who 
was probably a son of the above-mentioned immigrant Robert, 
although the connection has not been definitely established, was 
the father of a son named Charles. This Charles died in 1797, 
leaving six children, John, Charles, Mary, Rachel, Martha, 
and Margaret. 

More recent representatives of these and probably of 
other emigrants of the name to America have spread to all parts 
of the country and have aided greatly in the founding and devel- 
opment of the nation. Notable on the whole for strength of 
body, mind, and personality, the Patricks have been leaders 
in many fields of endeavor.

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Patrick County , Virginia 

On November 3G, 1790, the Virginia Legislature passed 
an act establishing Patrick County, Virginia. Henry 
County was divided into two parts at that time and one part 
called Henry County. The town of Taylorsville was estab- 
lished as the county seat of that by an act of the Legis- 
lature of Virginia, on November 17, 1793. This county is 
not the home of the Patrick family, and the county must 
have been named for Virginia's favorite son, Patrick Henry, 
and not for any family of Patricks, (Henihg,, Statutes 
at Large of Virginia, vol. 13, p. ICO and vol. 13, p, 302) 

Marriage Records of the Patricks , old and new 

A study of marriage records of a family often furnishes 
a cue to ancestral lines. Such records are invaluable 
to the student of genealogy. State historical societies 
are always interested in uncovering sources of this kind. 
Marriage records in cities, counties, v/hen preserved 
are of great value to students of genealogy. A few scat- 
tering records have been assembled for use in this paper 
and these records, with citations, where available, are 
given below. 

Thomas Patrick (pattricke) is recorded as 
being married to Susanna Bradbete, spinster

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The oricin of heraldry 

The origin of heraldry nay he traced hack to the 
dawn of history. Primitive peoples painted or tatood 
tribal badges on their bodies; the ancient Hebrews, 
Egyptians, Chinese, and Japanese used symbols comparable 
with the insignia of heraldry; the Aztecs of Mexico 
carried shields and banners bearing personal or tribal 
devices; and the heroes of ancient Greece and Home 
inscribed hereditary ensigns on their shields. Centu- 
ries later the Norman invaders of England in 10GC bore 
shields emblazoned with crudely devised insignia. But 
all these early devices lack the essential character- 
istics of true armorial bearings. 


'The History of Armorial 3ear ings 

True heraldry, in the sense of a systematized science 
of hereditary armorial bearings, dates from the early 
twelfth century. There is no record of the use of such 
bearings during the First Crusade of 109G, and they were 
extremely rare during the Second Crusade of 1147. But 
in 11CS a number of the shields borne in the Third Crusade 
were emblazoned; and the great seal of Richard the Lion- 
Hearted, as pictured in Scott's Ivanhoc, in the same year 
shows his shield charged with a lion rampant. 

Several factors have contributed to the rise of 
heraldry. (l) Han's natural desire to enhance his per- 
son- 1 appearance, which m\s expressed in his military 
equipment; (3) tht need among warriors who covered their 
heads and bodies with armor, 'for identifying marks easily 
recognizable in the; press of battle; (3) the need, in an 
age when few could write and personal seals served instc-d 
of signatures on official or private papers, for seals 
oi clearly identifiable design. Heraldry was the answer 
to these requirements of the times, and with remarkable 
swiftness came into general use. From the beginning 
of the thirteenth century princes, nobles, knights, and 
gentry adopted the custom and proudly displayed their 
arms in architectural and household decorations, in jew- 
elry, and in embroidery, as well as on their war equip- 
ment. From the practice of embroidering the family 
device on the surcoat, worn over the coat of mail, cones 
the expression coat of arms. 


Of what the coat of arms consist s 

The complete composition of - coat of arms includes 
the shielf of arms, the helmet, the crest, the wreath, 
the mantling and the motto. The shield , on v/hich is dis- 
played the armorial device, is the most important part 
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of tao composition. It represents the old knightly 
shield ynd may vary in shape according to the taste of 
tnc artist. The hclnct , derived like the shield from 
the defensive armor of the knight, is placed above the 
shield. It nay be used even though the coat of arms 
includes no crest. The cr eat , principal accessory of 
the shield of arms, surmounts the helmet. Like the 

^ ^ net , it has its orig'in in tho accoutrooent 
ox txie knight, who wore on mis helmet, as a special nark 
or distinction, an ornament of painted wood, metal, or 
leather, wreat h of twisted silk, usually of two 

colors, was commonly worn on the knight's helmet, sur- 
rounding the base of the crest. In heraldry the wreath 
appears between the helmet and the crest as a support 
i r tne cre^t. It is sometimes replaced by - coronet 
o r chap ecu. The mantling , or ir; in al 1 y t wo pennant like 

strips ol silk attached to the top of the helmet, has in 
heraldry taken tne form of 5 n intricate, conventalized 
scrollwork flowing down cn both sides of the shield. 

It is generally believed that the mantling originated 
during the Crusades as a protection for the helmet 
i:om sun and weather and that the artist's scrollwork rep- 
resents the shredding of the cloth by enemy swords, 
ihe motto, which is inscribed on a scroll placed either 
a uove or below the shield, is not essential part of 
die composition, is not necessarily hereditary, and may 
ijs cn '.nged at will, la-ny of the oldest coats of arms 
include neither crest nor motto.

Heraldry was introduced into America by the first 
settlers, many of whom, younger sons of the* nobility or 
tne gentry, brought with them from England or the 
Continent ^their hereditary coat? cf arms.

In addition to the use of coats of arms by individ- 
uals, the federal government has an official coat of arms. 
Each state has its seal; each college or university of 
?ny pretentions has an official seal; each city adopts 
an official seal. Organizations of all kind have an 
emblem of some sort. Each state has an official flower. 
Ill these are emblematic of loyalty, dignitity, and im- 
port ancc of the state or organization. It is in keeping, 
therefore, that individuals use their family coats of arms 
as emblematic of their family importance or achievements. 


The dictionary of heraldry 

Coats of arms of families are described in books 
on heraldry in heraldic language. II any ancient terms 

have been perpetuated with a peculiar significance. To 
understand fully the moaning of the terms used, one needs 
to resort to books on the subject, or to a good dictionary 
of heraldry. The following abbreviations (not intended 
for a complete list) will give some idea, of the abbreviations 
and terms used in heraldry’.

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The Patrick Family in Eastern Kentucky 

Mr. Mitchell Kail has written an interesting account 
of certain families in Johnson County, Kentucky, and in (l) 
that history he includes a sketch of the Patrick family, 

A summary of his conclusions is given below. Assuming 
that all his conclusions are correct, the Patricks of 
Magoffin County, Johnson County, Floyd County, and nearby 
counties might all trace their ancestry to Hugh Patrick. 

Mr. Hall does not give dates when -these individuals lived. 
One who makes any attempt at the study of genealogy knows 
how difficult it is always to get together enact dates 
of when individuals lived and died. 

My studies of the Patrick family lead me to wonder 
ii some of the Patricks in Eastern Kentucky did not drift 
into that section around 1000 from Western Virginia. 

As I have previously shown by studies of the United States 
census of 1700, the Patricks were widely scattered in 
this country st that time. In the migrations to this 
country a good many Irish Patricks headed for New York 
ana tiie New England coast very early, Patricks came over 
frois London, presumably from Northumberland County, or 
nearby (though this ie largely conjecture) and settled 
in Eastern Virginia near Jamestown. Previously, I have 
given a record of Thomas Patrick who embarked from London, 
England to Virginia in 1735. After Tidewater Virginia 
was settled by almost pure English stock, migrations of 
the Scotch and Irish set in. Many Scotch Presbyterians 
and Scotch-Irish peoples, after the settlement of Tidewater 
Virginia, found their homes in the Piedmont section of 
Virginia along the foothills of the Blue Ridge and Alleghe- 
ny Mountains, It is conceivable, though this is conjec- 
ture, that this gToup contained a Scotch strain of Patricks 
and also perhaps an Irish strain, and that from these 
Eastern Kentucky was settled. Some of these settlers, 
tradition says, were Patricks. In my own family, there 
is a tradition that one Hen Patrick came from Virginia. 

As I have previously contended, certain groups of the 
Patrick family belonged to the English nobility. English 
history relates that one of the Patrick barons was a member 
of a group of revolters in the thirteenth century, who 
took possession of the person of the Scottish King and his 
wife Elizabeth and placed them in jail. The group was

T - ranch stock, it is a matter of considerable conjecture. 

To return to Mr, Hall's account of the descendants 
of Kugjh Patrick of Maryland, he states: (quoted portions Hall's)

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KENTUCKY PATRICKS AND LAND GRANTS 
FART III 


The Patricks were found in pioneer Kentucky, 

There is a record of a land grant of lJ'iOOO acres 
of land to Henry Patrick on Mill Creek in Jefferson 
County, in 1704. The land occupied by Magoffin 
and Morgan Counties of to-day was formed from what 
was once Fayette County. In 1704 there were three 
counties in the State, Jefferson, Fayette, and 
Lincoln. The boundary lines at that time were not 
very clear. There wag a Mill Branch in what is now 
Magoffin County, and there is a Mill Creek in what 
is now Jefferson County. by inference is, without 
examining the wording of the land patent, that 
Henry Patrick did not come to what is not Magoffin 
County. In 1013, William and Charles Patrick 
obtained grants of land in Fayette County, one mile 
from Leestown. The Fayette County Patricks of to-day 
no doubt traev their ancestry to those two men, 

Magoffin County as it is to-d'-y was once part 
of Floyd County, Morgan County, and Johnson County. 

The record of land transfers prior to I860 is recorded 
not in Magoffin but in the other counties named. I 
have given in the pages that follow the location 
of land taken up by members cf the Patrick family 
in Kentucky. These records are valuable in that 
they give the dates of the transfers, and they also 
serve as an important aid to the student of genealogy 
in fixing dates and getting locations of ancestors. 

Hy own grandfather, Arch Patrick, lived on Johnson* s 
Creek in Magoffin County and his land purchases are 
r corded in the pages that follow. The father of 
Arch, Hugh Patrick, occupied land on White Oak Creek 
in Magoffin County, which was then Morgan County. 

The principal Patricks traced in this discussion 
are those who center on Johnson Creek, White Oak Creek, 
Middle Fork of Licking, and Burning Fork of Bi eking 
River. The lad records on the following pages is 
interesting and valuable for those interested. 
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Land Grants 

To Patricks in Kentucky 

In th early settlement of Kentucky, there was a mad 
rush for land. Literally thousands of rugged people 
pushed their domestic caravans over the Wilderness Trail 
into Kentucky, beginning shortly after the American Revo- 
lutionary War. Up to 1775 land in Kentucky had been sur- 
veyed principally for veterans of the French and Indian 
War in accordance with Virginia laws. In June, 1770, the 
Virginia Legislature passed a resolution declaring that all 
who possessed land in Kentucky prior to June, 1770, should 
be allowed 400 acres of homestead. (**) 

Virginia v/as far away from Kentucky over the mountains 
and as a result land squabbles arose in Kentucky. There 
was endless litigation over the land. In 1779 a land law 
was passed which attempted to smooth out all difficulties. 
According to this Virginia statute every settler who had 
occupied a tr^ct and had raised a crop before January 1, 
1770, was entitled to 400 acres of land at the price of 
>3.35 per 100 acres, and was allowed the further right to 
pre-empt an additional 1,000 acres at >40 . 00 per hundred 
acres. This was done to provide for the actual needs of 
the settler as against the non-resident speculator. 

In 1700 a very great number of immigrants seeking not 
only the elk, the bison and the wild turkey, as well as 
the actual location of land warrants, began a rush to Ken- 
tucky. To assist in solving the difficult ies which arose 
Virginia established a court of four land commissioners 
to examine claims and award titles of possession. This 
court sat at Harrodstovm, Louisville, Bryant's Station 
and Boonesborough, It accomplished much good, but the 
settlement of the State was so rapid that a few years after 
it had ceased to function the general land condition was 
as bad as ever, One of the notable results, however, of 
the land court litigation and dissension was the early 
granting to Kentucky by Virginia of a liberal county gov- 
ernment in 1770, and statehood in 1793. (**) 

The documentary land records of Kentucky fall into 
several groups. The earliest of these are known as the 
Virginia Grants. They v/ere issued by the Commonwealth 
of Virginia based upon warrants given in some cases as 
consideration for military service in the French and Indian 
War (1754-1763) and later in the Revolutionary War. They 
are dated from 1703 to 1793 and are recorded in 16 books 
csontaining 0,909 pages. The Virginia Grants total 9,564 
entries, The surveys upon which these grants were issued 
are recorded in eleven books. Some of these were large 
land grants given to such persons as Patrick Henry, Daniel 
Boone, William Hay, Leo Hay, Governor Isaac Shelby, and 
others. With the coming of statehood for Kentucky in 1793

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all Virginia Grants relating to lands wefet of the Big Sandy 
were transferred to Kentucky and placed i'n the custory 
of the Register of the Land Office at Frankfort, Kentucky. 

Another group consisted of Old Kentucky Grants. Ac- 
ting under its own sovereign authority, Kentucky began 
the allocation of its lands in 1793 under a plan similar 
to that used by Virginia prior to statehood. The grants 
given up to 1056 were recorded in one group of records in 
the Kentucky Land Office, which have come to be known as 
Old Kentucky Grants. A good many of these grants were 
given to establish county academies, bas d on a policy 
formulated by the Kentucky Legislature in 1793. The 
law pass' d at that time provided that each county academy 
should receive a grant of 6,000 acres of land. There were 
several other sub-groups of the Old Kentucky Grants, such 
as Grants South of Green River, and Tcllico Grants. 

In 1015 the Kentucky State Legislature passed an 
act relative to land distribution, and the records of the 
State group these lands under the head of Kentucky Land 
Warrants, 1016-1073. The act of the General Assembly 
governing this group of grants opened for sale, at #30.00 
per 100 acres, all the vacant lands to anyone in Kentucky, 
except an alien. The method followed was similar to that 
originally employed by Virginia, the purchaser securing 
receipt from the State Treasurer which was in turn covered 
into a land office warrant, authorizing the owner to 
locate and survey a certain acreage. When this had been 
completed and returned to the land office it was registered 
and a land patent was issued to the owner within about 
six months. This law did not apply to lands west of 
the Tennessee River. (**) 

On February 33, 1335, the General Assembly of Kentucky 
passed an act under which each county in Kentucky was given 
all the vacant and unappropriated land within its boundary 
lying east and noth of the Tennessee River. This is the 
most recent group of land grants in Kentucky. Dates for 
this group arc 1030 to 1940. 

The Patricks of Kentucky figured in these early land 
grants and from time to time persons of this name have 
received grants, all of which are of record in the Land 
Office of the State. A record of these grants to persons 
of this name will enable the student of the family to 
get some information regarding the location of the land 
of the various members of the family. In the following 
pages, I have taken from Jillson’s index to these grants 
the names of the Patricks who from time to time have boon 
the recipients of land. (**)
